WILLIAM FORMAN, 
CATHERINE CAMPBELL AND 
MARY LOURY

William Forman was born in Glasgow. 
Scotland, November 17, 183+ to John For- 
man and Margaret Major. 

When about twenty years old he embraced 
the gospel and became a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
uniting with the Glasgow branch of the

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Church. Two years later he emigrated to 


Salt Lake City, crossing the ocean and plains 
in the company of Captain Robert Campbell 
and lived with his family in Salt Lake City 
until December 25, 1854. He then lived 
with the family of Willard Richards, doing 
any kind of work he could find during the 
five years he resided in Salt Lake City. He 
worked for Brigham Young part of the time. 
He was appointed by the church authorities 
to look after the widows and orphans. as 
there were a great many at this time. He 
filled this calling well. 

He was married to Catherine Campbell on 
October 10, 1859 and in March 1860 was 
sealed to her in the Endowment House at 
Salt Lake City by President Young. 

Catherine Campbell was born April 30, 
1832 in Edinburgh, Scotland. She was the 
daughter of Richard and Christina Camp- 
bell. She died in Heber City April 2, 1909, 
To this union were born four boys and one 
girl. William John. William Campbell, Ben 
jamin Richard, Christina and John Forman. 


He was advised to go to Provo . Valley 
and obtain some land. He with his wife 
g of 1860 
and immediately went to work building a 
home and preparing the land to plant grain. 
He followed this vocation ali his life. He 
also had a saw mill and shingle business. He 
did whatever he was called upon to do in 
civic or religious activities. At one time he 
was called to donate a wagon and team for 
the purpose of helping immigrants across the 
plains. The donation was promptly made 
He was also a Sergeant in the Black Hawk 
War. He was chosen with eleven other 
men to go to Uintah and try to make peace 
with the Indians. 

When Heber was divided into the East 
and West Wards, William was chosen as 
Bishop of the West Ward, Juiy 1877, with 
Joh, Crook and George T. Giles as coun- 
selors. He held that position for 18 years. 
He was also appointed Presiding Bishop 
over the wards of Wasatch Stake. He hauled 
sandstone to Park City mines and to Salt 
Lake City for use on their sidewalks. He 
and the Buys brothers and Alexander Fortie

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JOHN AND ELIZABETH 
BAIRD FOWERS 


John Fowers was born September 27, 1842 
at Noymanton, Derbyshire, England, a son 
of Jesse and Sarah Johnson Fowers. He 
married Elizabeth Baird, September 16, 1874. 
She was a daughter of John and Elizabeth 
Marshall Baird, and was born March 14, 
1855 at Refrewshire, Scotland. John died 
February 1, 1907, and Elizabeth died June 
14, 1933. 

John Fowers majored in business in Eng- 
land, and did much of the clerical work of 
the branch of the LDS Church. His father 
Jesse was the Presiding Elder of the Branch. 

The family left Liverpool, England, May 
16, 1864, on ship "General McClellen." John 
and his brother William earned passage, as- 
sisting the cooks. They arrived at Castle 
Gardens, New York, June 23, 1864. Later 
they rode in cattle cars to Missouri and 
bought three yoke of oxen and a wagon and 
left for Utah with company of 62 wagons, 
under Capt. Joseph S. Rawlins. John. Wil- 
liam and a friend, William Beaton, loaded 
freight in Atchison, Kansas, for Joseph Sharp, 
driving three yoke of oxen each. He was 
reunited with his family on arrival in Salt 
Lake City, October, 1864. 

The family moved to Ogden, October 12, 
1864. John worked for David McKenzie, 
who was head of all tithing of the church 
in Salt Lake for one year. John trained un- 
der Colonel William Fife for Army service; 
played the violin at ward dances and studied 
astronomy under Mr. David Reese. 

John and Elizabeth Baird were married 
September 1€ 4, and lived in Hooper for 
five years and then moved to Charleston in 
the spring of 1880. ey

John Baird Fowers was born February 7. 
1876 in Hooper. Weber County, and when 
four years of age moved with his family to 
Charleston where he attended school. He
